He suggested installing riders on 
the buses to keep order if the 
drivers cannot. 


"How are you going to pay a 


rider when we can't pay a bus 
driver?" asked board member 
Albert Sanders. 


"The kids have a right to be 


protected," replied Stewart. 


Stewart related other breaches 


of discipline such as eating in the 
classrooms and demanded that 
some action be taken to restore 
order. 


"I don't believe we're on top of 


that, Joe," he said to Superin- 
tendent Seale. "We're too lax." 


Seale replied that he would not 


make excuses for the charges 
stated by Stewart but that some 
amount of disorder in the school 
is inevitable.

the baby to sleep and was trying to get 
her two small daughters, Kari and 
Kristi, about two and four, to sleep, when 
she saw smoke curling through a lighted 
hallway between a back bedroom and 
the front bedroom where the baby was. 
She carried the girls out and returned for 
the baby only to be blocked from finding 
the ahild by heavy smoke. 


Commander Hanna said one leg of the 


large metal frame bed with wooden 
headboard was sitting atop a cord of an 
electric heater in the front bedroom, and 
the fire appeared to have started from a 
wiring short that ignited the mattress 
and the bedding and set off pockets of 
fire on the floor. 


Armstrong was in houseshoes when he 


entered the house, stepping in the fire on 
the floor. 


Assistant Fire Marshal Bill Talkington 


said Saturday the fire appears to have 
started from the heater cord but he had 
not definitely determined tfcat. Firemen 
said the fire did not spread to the baby's 
bed, sone two feet away, but was con- 
fined to the parents' bed. 


"There was very little fire 


but considerable smoke and water 
damage resulted," Cmmander Hanna 
said.

Q. I live on a small farm and 


have net earnings of about $700 a 
year from working it. I also work 
part of the year at a local factory 
and eani about $3,600. Should I 
report my farm earnings for 
social security? 


A. Yes, you should report your 


earnings 
from 
farm 
self- 


employment if you net $400 or 
more in a year. You will receive 
social security credit for your 
combined wages and net ear- 
nings from self-employment. 


Q. I pay a very small weekly 


wage for a certain farm work. 
Should I make a quarterly report 
or is it alright to file the year's 
social security in my farm in- 
come report? Should this be on a 
separate form? 


A. Since your employee is 


apparently paid on a time basis, 
the work is covered if the em- 
ployee works 20 or more days 
during the year for cash wages, 
and should be reported to the 
Internal Revenue Service by 


January 31st of each year. You do 
not report this work quarterly. 
The Internal Revenue Form used 
for this report is Form 943. This 
report is not to be confused with 
your own personal income tax 
return. 


Q. I read recently that social 


security 
offices have been 


designated to receive complaints 
about nursing homes. Is this 
correct? 


A. Yes, the Corsicana Social 


Security Office, along with social 
security 
offices in 850 com- 


munities around the country, has 
been 
appointed to receive 


complaints about sub-standard 
conditions in nursing homes. We 
will see that the complaint gets to 
the proper Federal, State or local 
authority for investigation.

colds, influenza, even polio—may 
be only the tip of the iceberg. 


Beneath the surface, the sus- 


picion is growing that viruses 
may pley a vital role in a broad 
range of diseases, many of them 
the most serious of man's ills. 


And further, it may be that 


some viruses are part of our 
normal genetic equipment, 
rather than an outside invador. 


Here are two major aspects of 


the virus story: 


—Some scientists think they 


are closing in on detecting a 
human cancer virus. And there is 
an important theory that we are 
all born with seeds of this virus as 
part of our natural inheritance. 


—A leading heart expert has 


said that viruses may do the 
original damage to children and 
young adults that eventually 
results in heart attacks and ar- 
teriosclerosis. 


These two diseases, heart dis- 


ease and cancer, are the No. 1 
and No. 2 killers of Americans. 
Now add to them these serious 


diseases, all of them suspected by 
some scientists of being linked to 
viruses: 


Arthritis, diabetes, Hodgkin's 


disease, juvenile arthritis, per- 
haps immunological and dege- 
nerative diseases of the central 
nervous system. 


There has been a burst of ac- 


tivity in the virus field recently, 
most 
dramatically 
in the 


suspected link between viruses 
and cancer. 


At the heart of some of the 


research is the striking theory 


that every cell contains the seeds 
of cancer, that we are born with 
these seeds in us in the form of 
genetic ingredients. 


The genetic ingredient would 


be a gene, the unit of heredity, 
that is coded for the production of 
a cancer virus. Normally, some 
cellular mechanism, a represser, 
keeps this gene in check. Then 
something triggers the gene, the 
virus is produced and the end 
result is cancer. 


A virus itself is a nucleus of 


RNAor DNA, both nucleic acids, 


surrounded with a coat of protein. 
It cannot exist apart from the cell 
it infects, unlike bacteria. 
Viruses seems to be on the border 
between living and nonliving 
things. 


The theory is called the "on- 


cogene theory," from the word 
oncology, the study of tumors, 
and the word gene. It has been 
put forth by two scientists at the 
National Cancer Institute, Dr. 
Robert J. Huebner and Dr. 
George J. Todaro. 


Up to now, various laboratories 


have reported associations 
between viruses and such can- 
cers as cancer of the breast and 
cervix, leukemia, Hodgkin's 
disease, sarcoma—a form that 
primarily affects connective 
tissue and bone—and Burkitt's 
lymphoma, found widely among 
children in Uganda, Africa. 


In recent weeks and months 


scientists at a number of in- 
stitutions around the country 
have reported finding what could 
prove to be a human cancer 
virus, but there is robust 


disagreement 
among 
the 


scientists about the various 
claims. 


The work suggests that if 


cancer is ultimately to be con- 
trolled, some way will have to be 
found to interfere with the 
mechanism that switches on the 
oncogene, a way to manipulate 
the gene to keep the body's 
natural defense mechanism, its 
immune system, working cor- 
rectly. This would be a long way 
off.
